BOARD MEETING 
Sunday, March 27, 1983 
Hilton Inn, South — Orlando, Florida 


Following breakfast, which began 
at 8 A.M., the regular meeting was 
called to order by President Bill Shep- 
ard at 9 A.M. Present were President 
Shepard, Ist Vice President Bryan, 
2nd Vice President Campbell, Trea- 
surer G. Criswell, and Secretary Leeuw. 
Directors present were Polly Abbott, 
George Decker, Dr. Ken Embler, Robt. 
Hendershott, Gene Hynds, Jeff Means, 
Tom Palmer, Jr., Pat Peterson, Skip 
Pfeiffer, Bill Pysnack, Geo. Racken- 
sperger, Graham Rayner, Harry 
Strayer, and Bud Tobin. FUN mem- 
bers who were present at the meeting 
were Carling Gresham, Pat Hynds, 
Robert Kriz, Herb Hogue, Tom Avant 
and Grady Radford. Also in attend- 
ance were Attorneys William Rowland 
and Donna Draves. 

The reading of the Minutes of the 
last meeting was waived. Director Pat 
Peterson and George Decker objected 
to the proposed minutes stating that 
they had voted No on the motion to 
donate $8,000 to ANA. Without ob- 
jection the chair ordered the Minutes 
corrected and, upon motion of the 
Secretary, the Minutes of the previous 
meeting were approved as corrected. 
President Shepard stated that he de- 
sires the minutes of the meetings to 
be circulated before being offered at a 
meeting of the Board, or published in 
FUN-Topics. (Following the meeting, 
President Shepard subsequently re- 
quested that a draft of the Minutes be 
forwarded to him for his review upon 
preparation.) 

Treasurer Criswell presented his re- 
port and, upon discussion, answered 
questions from Director Decker and 
Hynds. Upon motion by Criswell, the 
report was approved as presented. 


President Shepard requested that the 
Treasurer’s Report be mailed out to all 
Officers and Directors at least one 
week before the meetings so all may 
have time to study it before the meet- 
ing. 
Robt. Hendershott, 1984 General 
Chairman of the Convention, gave a 
preview of the ’84 Convention, which 
will be held in Tampa, Florida, on Jan. 
4 through 8, 1984, at the Tampa Con- 
vention Center. He reported that FUN 
has blocks of rooms reserved at the 
Hyatt Regency Hotel, show head- 
quarters, and also at the Hilton and 
Holiday Inn, which are close to the 
Center. He is still negotiating with 
another hotel in the immediate area. 
Hendershott and Leeuw will tabulate 
the room rental total for the show re 
hotel reservations. It was decided by 
voice vote called by the President that 
there will be a Gasparilla theme for the 
Banquet. Chairman Hendershott will 
try to arrange for a shuttle bus to 
Operate between the Convention 
Center and the hotels in the area. 
Following discussion it was also de- 
cided to have the Security Room open 
throughout the Convention. Mr. Hend- 
ershott asked for and received permis- 
sion to contact the Sheraton Towers 
in Orlando, Florida, to review the 
1985 contract. 

Grover Criswell brought up the sub- 
ject of separate insurance for all Con- 
vention-goers. President Shepard asked 
Criswell to get details and report back 
to him. 

1984 Convention Committees ap- 
pointed by President Shepard in addi- 
tion to General Chairman Robert 
Hendershott, are as follows: Bourse: 
Roger Bryan, Exhibits & Awards: 
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Gene Hynds, Security: (Positive Pro- 
tection, R. Bruggerman), Publicity: 
Jeff Means, Dealer Registration: Mary 
Leeuw, Educational: Randy Camp- 
bell, Ladies & Hospitality: Jeanne 
Shepard, Banquet: George Racken- 
sperger, Public Registration: Col. A.J. 
Vinci. Already appointed to the 
Auction Committee are Dr. Ken 
Embler and Grover Criswell. 

Dr. Embler stated that there is a 
problem in collection of the balance of 
funds due from the °83 Auction 
House. Robt. Hendershott stated that 
he would like to have permission to 
straighten the matter out during the 
Central States Convention, but a mo- 
tion by Randy Campbell for immedi- 
ate payment was withdrawn upon the 
advice of Attorney Rowland, that a 
demand note would be preferable. 
Upon a motion by Jeff Means, second- 
ed by G. Rackensperger and approved 
by the Board, Attorney Rowland was 
directed to proceed along these lines. 

President Shepard asked Gene 
Hynds to describe the previous diffi- 
culty in presenting the rewritten By- 
Laws and the Charter Amendment at 
the January Convention Membership 
Meeting. Attorney Rowland presented 
a corrected draft of the proposed By- 
Laws and Charter Amendment and dis- 
cussed the typographical changes from 
the draft previously approved by the 
Board. Upon a motion by G. Criswell, 
seconded by Leeuw, that the Secretary 
mail out to all eligible members a copy 
of the Charter and By-Laws as now 
presented, including a ballot indicating 
approval or disapproval, returnable to 
the Secretary for tabulation, hopefully 
to be completed by the next meeting 
on July 3, 1983. The motion passed. 

The retainer contract of Attorney 
Wm. Rowland was on the agenda for 
renewal. After some discussion with- 
out Attorney Rowland present, it was 
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decided to renew the contract for one 
year. Attorney Rowland agreed to ex- 
hibit on his statement the items 
covered by the retainer. 

Col. Robert Kriz appeared before 
the Board to reiterate his disapproval 
of FUN’s donating money outside the 
state. He feels there should be a limit 
of perhaps $200.00 without member- 
ship approval. He also stated that FUN 
Officers should appear more at local 
coin club meetings. No action was 
taken by the Board. 

Next on the agenda was Tom 
Avant, Lakeland, Fla., with a com- 
plaint regarding a sale of some coins to 
him by a dealer who is also a FUN 
Board member. G. B. Harper also ap- 
peared on the same complaint. Avant 
wanted the party expelled. However, 
no action could be taken by the 
Board as there was a dispute over the 
essential facts of the matter. 


The Secretary brought up a point 
of information regarding the previous 
decision to send Skip Pfeiffer to the 
ANA Summer Seminar, as the gentle- 
man was not a member of ANA and 
FUN does not purchase membership 
for anyone. Pfeiffer stated that he has 
applied for membership, so as soon as 
Treasurer Criswell mails to the Secre- 
tary the necessary money required, the 
Secretary will complete the trans- 
action. 

Treasurer Criswell presented several 
written motions, including a list of re- 
strictions on dealers. President Shep- 
ard called for and received a motion 
from the floor that the written mo- 
tions be tabled as not being timely at 
this meeting. 

Tom Palmer, Jr. presented his ex- 
pense account re the ’83 show adver- 
tising. Leeuw objected to the use of an 
advertising firm for FUN with the 
available knowledge of advertising that 
is on the Board. Robt. Hendershott 
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stated that he told Tom Palmer, Jr. to 
get a price, and that was all. Without 
objection, Mr. Palmer’s expense 
account was approved. 

A motion was made by Pat Peter- 
son to set up a Special Bourse Check- 
ing Account with the Bourse Chairman 
as a signer to handle the deposits and 
pay-outs of the ’84 Convention and to 
pay over to the Treasurer the net pro- 
ceeds at the conclusion of all the trans- 
actions. The signers on the account are 
to be Roger Bryan, Bill Shepard, and 
Robert Hendershott. Two signatures 
shall be required. The motion was 
seconded by Mary Leeuw. Upon dis- 
cussion, Grover Criswell objected, 
stating that he is the Treasurer and he 
should handle the money, also that he 
is bonded. Upon further discussion, 
the question was called. President 
Shepard ordered a roll-call vote. Vot- 
ing in favor was Bryan, Campbell, 
Leeuw, Abbott, Embler, Hendershott, 
Peterson, Pysnack, Rayner, Strayer, 
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and Tobin. Against were Decker, 
Hynds, Lewis, Means, Palmer, and 
Pfeiffer. Rackensperger abstained. 
Criswell voted in favor, then with- 
drew. The motion passed and Bryan 
was directed to open the account. 

Randy Campbell stated that he 
hopes to have all transcriptions of the 
Convention Educational Forum ready 
by the next meeting. He also stated 
that he would like to have a separate 
account for the Educational section.

IN GOD WE TRUST 

In November, 1861, the Rev. N.R. 
Watkinson of Ridleyville, Pennsylvania 
grieved over the coming War Between 
the States. He sat at his desk and 
wrote a letter to Samuel P. Chase, 
Secretary of the Treasury in Abraham 
Lincoln’s cabinet, concerning the 
overlooked Almighty God on some 
form of our currency. 

Having the minister’s letter in mind, 
the Secretary wrote a short letter to 
the Director of the Mint explaining the 
situation; he said the trust of our 
people in God should be declared on 
all national coins in as short of words 
as possible. 

But the Secretary forgot that such 
acts are only done by passing laws, 
and the matter would have to be 
brought before Congress. 

An act was passed in 1864 author- 
izing coinage of a new two-cent piece.

“One Out of Many,” was first used in 
1795 on the reverse of the five-dollar 
gold piece. It was taken from the 
Great Seal of the United States and 
has appeared on many of our coins in 
the past. The phrase is now required to 
appear on all our coins. The motto 
now appears on the reverse of each of 
Our coins.

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EVERYTHING I SHOULD HAVE KNOWN 
ABOUT BUYING COINS 
(Continued from Fall 1982 issue) 


By WALTER G. MULLINS 


RULE NO. 8 
Selecting Additional Dealers 
There are some excellent dealers 
who do not meet the criteria of your 
“first purchase” firms. They do not, 
for example, spend large sums of 
money for frequent full-page ads or 
send out monthly full-color catalogs. 
This does not mean they are not legi- 
timate, ethical dealers; among them 
are a number who very competently 
deal in the type coin you have chosen 
to collect. In this group are the dealers 
who have specialized in a few types of 
coins and, again, if your coin is among 
them, these are good dealers for you 
to get to know. The specialist dealers 
often have a large (though not neces- 
sarily huge) inventory of your coin. 
Also, these dealers are usually more 
accessible and easier to develop a per- 
sonal relationship with. In addition, 
they know just about all there is to 
know about your coin, and it is a 
pleasure dealing with experts. Finally, 
their overhead is lower than that of 
the really large firms, and they often 
sell fine material for a little less than 
the industry giants. I didn’t recom- 
mend one of these dealers for your 
first purchase for the simple reason 
these dealers are harder to locate. 


You'll likely have to try several be- 
fore you find the really good ones, 
and I don’t want you to have to wait 
that long to develop your group of 
“benchmark” coins. 

Before I describe what the dealer 
you're looking for IS like, here are 
some characteristics he normally does 
NOT have: 

e He does not advertise that he has 
just purchased a huge accumulation of 
coins at a ridiculously low price and, 
rather than take the time to inventory 
and grade them, wants to pass the sav- 
ings along to you. 
e He does not advertise coins in the 
grade you want at prices well below 
market. 
e He does not at any given time have 
“in stock and ready for immediate 
delivery” every date, mintmark, 
variety, grade, and what-have-you of 
your coin. 
e He does not stock “‘antiques” and 
other kinds of merchandise besides 
coins. 
e He does not constantly criticize 
other dealers and their coins. 
e He does not have trouble finding 
time to talk to you unless you have 
several thousand dollars to spend.

So how, then, do you locate those 
smaller dealers with whom you'll want 
to establish a lasting, mutually benefi- 
cial relationship? 

Here is my profile of such a dealer. 

He sells primarily through the mail; 
he deals almost exclusively in a few 
types of coins; he sends periodic 
mailers to his customers and describes 
his coins in considerable detail (MS 65 
- full strike; frosty, full hair over ear, 
very free of marks for this date); he 
advertises in the better coin publica- 
tions periodically; he has been in busi- 
ness several years; he has a good repu- 
tation among his peers; he will talk to 
you in person or on the phone and 
take a genuine interest in what you 
have to say; he has a fifteen-day or 
longer return privilege; once he knows 
you, he will send you coins “on 
approval’’ (you pay for them only if 
you keep them); he may serve on 
panels at the larger coin shows, and he 
may be cited in a book dealing with 
one of his specialties as having fur- 
nished information to the author; his 
overall demeanor is that of a man who 
knows his business so well he would 
never need to resort to unethical prac- 
tices to make a living. 


RULE NO. 9: 
Every Dealer Makes Mistakes 
Once you have located a group of 
dealers you trust, consider yourself 
fortunate. But bear this in mind: 
Even the most conscientious dealer 
will occasionally err. Therefore, if you 
receive a coin that doesn’t seem quite 
right, you are probably correct. 
Return it, with an explanation (even 
though no explanation is required). 
The dealer will not feel you’re being 
unreasonable. In fact, he’ll probably 
appreciate your comments. 


FUN-Topics 


RULE NO. 10: 
The Importance of Dealers 
Being ANA or Professional 
Numismatists Guild (PNG) 
Members 

So far as ’'m concerned, member- 
ship in ANA or PNG is not crucial. I 
certainly concur with the aims of both 
groups, and no doubt we collectors 
have been served well by their efforts. 
Nevertheless, I believe dealers who 
can’t or won’t grade can be found 
everywhere. No organization, despite 
its good intentions, can guarantee that 
a dealer will never sell an improperly 
graded coin. That’s not meant to be 
critical of either group. All I want to 
get across to you is that the logo of 
either organization in an ad doesn’t 
mean you don’t have to know what 
you're doing when you order. 


RULE NO. 11 
Having Fun at Coin Shows 

Local coin shows are a great place 
to get to know some of the better 
dealers in your locale. They are a good 
place, too, to see what a variety of 
people there are who sell coins. 

You'll find a number of “mom and 
pop” operations selling recent proof 
sets, cent rolls, foreign coins, stamps, 
baseball cards, and individual coins 
marked Choice or Gem which haven’t 
been in either of those conditions 
since the day they left the Mint. Most 
likely, coins are just a sideline for 
those folks. 

There will also be a number of 
dealers who own small shops. They’ll 
generally stock a large number of 
coin types in many circulated grades, 
but beware of the coins they have 
marked as “uncirculated.” They may 
do considerable dealing in bullion 
coins (mainly silver) as well.

If you’re buying circulated coins, 
you might have good luck with both 
the above categories of dealers. 

There may be a couple of large 
dealers at the show; they’ll be selling 
mainly expensive uncirculated material 
and may deal heavily in gold bullion 
coins. 

Additionally, there will be the spe- 
cialists. As stated earlier, these are the 
dealers who handle one or two coin 
types, almost always in the highest 
grades. (There may be one or more 
dealers who offer all grades of a parti- 
cular coin and have an immense stock. 
My experience has been that such 
dealers seldom have any really choice 
material and, if that is what you’re 
after, look elsewhere.) Some of these 
specialists may fit the bill for you, 
particularly if they are friendly and 
willing to help a newcomer learn the 
ropes. They will have an ample inven- 
tory of coins, though it won’t be the 
largest at the show by any means. 
However, it will likely be, coin for 
coin, the best you'll see all day. By 
the way, you can’t always judge such a 
dealer by his age. I bought some of my 
finest dollars from a young man not 
yet twenty. 

Deal only with persons who have 
purchased a dealer table. Other dealers 
will no doubt be in attendance, but it 
is considered a poor practice to trans- 
act business with them. After all, if 
they came to sell to persons attending 
the show, they should have paid the 
price for a table. (This breach of eti- 
quette is usually “cured” by the dealer 
and potential customer conducting 
their business on the parking lot.) 

How much profit do dealers make 
on their sales? My guess is, on the aver- 
age, 20%. However, if you see a coin 
marked $115, that doesn’t mean the 
dealer paid $95 for it. Certainly he will 
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sell it to you for $115, but if you pay 
that for it, Pll bet he is making more 
like 35-40% profit. The point is, you 
bargain on the price. When you find a 
coin you'd like to have, ask the dealer 
how much he’ll take, even though a 
price is clearly marked on the holder. 
In most cases, dealers will sell for less. 
Sometimes considerably less, with a 
comment like, “Well, I’m into this 
one right, so I can let you have it for 
... It certainly can’t hurt to ask; 
the dealer expects you to, so why not? 

Two last thoughts about coin 
shows. First, the dealers illuminate 
their coins with the brightest lights in 
town. I recall the first time I pulled 
out some coins I had brought along to 
sell. Once under the dealer’s lamps, 
they looked so good I thought I had 
taken the wrong ones from my safety 
deposit box. In other words, the coins 
you buy may not look quite as nice 
once you get them home. 

Second, a rule of thumb to remem- 
ber is that the best time to buy is early 
(the dealer needs to make some 
money) and the best time to sell is late 
(he needs to replenish his inventory). 
There’s probably some truth in that.

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THE KING OF AMERICAN COINS

“In all the history of numismatics 
of the entire world, there is not today 
and there never has been a single coin 
which was and is the subject of so 
much romance, interest, comment and 
upon which so much has been written 
and so much discussed as the US. 
Dollar of 1804.” ! 

B. Max Mehl, the famous numis- 
matist and dealer, made this comment 
in 1941 in an auction catalog which 
featured an 1804 dollar, He could not 
have stated it better. In my opinion, 
the 1804 dollar has a history that 


reaches far beyond any other U.S. or 
foreign coin. 

In the 1830’s, it was a common 
practice of nations to give a proof pre- 
sentation set for leaders of other 
nations. An entire set would have to 
include every denomination. When the 
U.S. Mint decided to do this in 1834, 
there was a problem. 

The Mint had suspended produc- 
tion of the silver dollar and the ten- 
dollar gold eagle coins in 1804. Mint 
records show that 19,750 silver dollars

were struck in 1804. Back then it was 
common to use dies from the previous 
year if they were not worn out. Most 
likely, the silver dollars struck in 1804 
were actually dated 1803.7 In 1834, 
since the dollar and eagle coins were 
still authorized, the Mint decided to go 
ahead and make new dies for an 1804- 
dated dollar and eagle coin. This is the 
origin of the so-called “original” 1804 
dollars.

The Mint gave presentation sets to 
at least two leaders. These included 
the Imaum (or Sultan) of Muscat and 
the King of Siam (see illustration 
above). It is rumored that sets were 
made, but not given, to the Emperors 
of China and Japan. Soon after being 
minted, in 1834-35, some 1804 
originals got into private hands. In 
1843, Matthew A. Stickney, one of a 
very few coin collectors of his time, 
traded “Pinetree money and rarities 
not in their [the Mint’s] collection, 
one piece of which, has since proved 
to be exceedingly rare: the ‘Immune 
Columbia’ in gold, 1785... .” for an 
1804 dollar through a Mint officer.* 

It is quite possible that other 1804 
Originals got into private hands by 
similar trades. Today there are only 
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Class I, or ‘Original’ 1804 Dollar. 
Note the relation of the “E” in 
“STATES” on the reverse to the 
clouds. There are eight known Class I 
1804 dollars. 


eight known “Class I” 1804 dollars. 
In 1859, the Director of the Mint 
asked the Secretary of the Treasury 
for permission to restrike 1804 dollars 
to meet the need of collectors and to 
trade for things needed in the Mint’s 
own collection. There is no proof of 
approval, so it is assumed that the 
Mint never did receive permission.* 
The Mint went ahead and made dies 
and struck five 1804 dollars. Some 
were sold to private collectors for 
$75, and some were traded for pieces 
not in the Mint’s collection. In 1861, 
under a new Director, the Mint re- 
called all five of the restruck 1804 
dollars. Four of the five were returned. 
Of these, three were destroyed at the 
Mint and one was put in the Mint’s 
collection. The ownership and location 
of the one which was never returned is 
still unknown. Therefore, the only 
known “Class II” specimen is the one 
in the Mint’s collection. It has a 

unique no-lettered edge.

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“Restrike’”’ 1804 dollars, or Class II 
and Class III specimen. The Class II 
unique specimen hasa no-lettered edge, 
but it has the same obverse and reverse 
as the Class III specimen, of which 
only six are known. Notice the rela- 
tion of the “‘E”’ in ‘“‘STATES”’ to the 
clouds as compared to the ‘“E”’ in 
Figure 2. 


The Mint also struck several “Class 
Ill” 1804 dollars in 1858. They are 
identical to the Class II specimen, ex- 
cept for the fact that they have 
lettered edges. These were struck at 
the same time the Class II specimens

were, and for the same purpose. How- 
ever, the Class III specimens were con- 
cealed at the Mint until 1875. Both of 
these dollars are known as “restrikes.” 
The dies of the restrikes were 
destroyed to keep them from being 
struck again. There are only six known 
Class III specimens. 

There is some controversy behind 
the “Garrett Specimen” 1804 re- 
strike. A 1981 article in Numismatic 
News states that the “Idler specimen”’ 
of the 1804 dollar “may have come 
from Koch and Co. of Vienna, 
Austria, circa 1875.”* However, Eric 
Newman and Ken Bressett state in The 
Fantastic 1804 Dollar that Koch and 
Co. actually owned the coin until 
O. H. Berg bought it. The Numismatic 
News article also states that the Idler 
specimen “was purchased at auction 
by George Cogan acting as agent for 
T. Harrison Garrett.” © Again the book 
contradicts the article. It states that 
Garrett bought the 1804 dollar in 
1883 from Berg. The credibility of the 
article by an unidentified author who 
cites no resources is questionable in 
contrast to the book which the 
authors researched in depth.

Berg (or Garrett) specimen is its sale 
prices reflecting the coin market. In 
1980, when the coin market was 
booming, the Berg dollar brought 
$400,000 — a record high price for a 
U.S. silver coin.

fore. It is interesting how an historical 
item can reflect the present. 

I think Mr. Mehl’s statement is 
100% right. The 1804 dollar is very 
often commented on, discussed, and 
written about. It has a very fascinating 
and interesting history that is truly 
unique. The 1804 dollar has a great 
right to be called “The King of Ameri- 
can Coins.”

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LATIN AMERICAN UPDATE 


Latin American Coins 
“NUMISMATIC ETHICS”’ 


Conclusion of a Two-Part Essay 


By FRANK SEDWICK 


What follows is not a deviation from the title of this column, but an expansion 
of it (just this once) to include commentary on all commercial forms of numis- 
matics. If you wince at some of the situations described, maybe it is because 
either as a collector or as a dealer you know them to be true. 


I am a dealer in Latin American 
coins. Periodically I send out a little 
newsletter to those on my mailing list. 
In November of 1981 I wrote in one 
of these letters: 


To help clear up numerous errors in 
the listings of Colombian gold coins in 
all the major catalogs, I have written 
an article soon to be published in The 
Numismatist [it appeared in the 
January, 1982, issue] and also a book. 
.. . Some fellow dealers have privately 
berated me for making this material 
public. There are two schools of 
thought, each with valid points. 

PRO: Knowledge is to be shared. 
Even on a more practical level — the 
dealer must make a profit like any 
other businessman — the dealer’s ad- 
vantage in acquiring unrecognized 
rarities cheaply can be lost if in turn 
he has to sell them for less than their 
uncommonness should dictate, were 
their rarity more widely recognized. If 
dealers who are knowledgeable and 
literate do not write or inform about 
the things they know, then they de- 
mean the profession to deserving every 
hack catalog that comes along. 

CON: The best dealers have spent 
thousands of hours in reading, study, 
and research to gain the knowledge 
that is their bread and butter. It is 
neither fair nor productive to give 
away years of information free, in- 
stead of in the form of private advice 
to their best and big-spending clients. 

And now we come to the ‘tele- 
phone book,’ whose annual edition has 
been a service to the profession as well 
as a huge business success for Krause 


Publications. As all the professionals 
and many collectors know, however, 
the Krause-Mishler catalog perpetuates 
many errors as well as omissions, and 
its pricing is erratic. Foreign-coin 
dealers know what the true price 
trends are, but the public seems 
wedded to the printed word. Thus the 
‘telephone book’ often creates entirely 
artificial prices, be they unreasonably 
high or unreasonably low. A dealer can 
take advantage of this, or often be vic- 
timized by it too. 

Last April [1981] at a coin show 
Mr. Mishler himself, a thoroughly like- 
able and honest man, bought a coin 
from me at twice the listed price in his 
own book. When I asked him how to 
account for this, his reply was to the 
effect that he is really not the editor 
(which is true), that the editors cannot 
be experts on the whole world, that 
they must put the whole gigantic cata- 
log together in a hurry at the end of 
each publication year, and that usually 
they cannot persuade the acknowl- 
edged expert on a given country or 
coinage to contribute to that section 
of the catalog. 

There is absolutely no intention of 
the editors of the ‘telephone book’ to 
publish deceptive guidelines of coin 
values; rather it is the question of a 
lack of complete information. Why? 
Will Krause Publications pay, and pay 
adequately, for revisions by experts 
that are not on their permanent staff? 
Should a dealer give away his knowl- 
edge free while Krause Publications 
makes a profit on it? Under business 
conditions, to what extent is the shar- 
ing of knowledge a moral obligation? 
What do you think? 
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The response — I really expected 
none at all — was incredible. I was de- 
luged with letters of astonishment and 
indignation (none from dealers be- 
cause no dealers are on this mailing 
list). Thirty-one letters were in agree- 
ment with the PRO. Another three 
letters supported the CON position. 
Here is an excerpt from one of the 
CONS: 

The ‘telephone book’ is more than 

adequate for the average collector. 
Anyone who needs more specific data 
on certain coins or countries shouldn’t 
mind spending the extra money on 
specialized reference books... . 
As to the ‘“‘specialized reference 
book,” one of the PRO respondents 
sent me a photocopy of significant 
passages from the advisory letter of 
another professional numismatist who 
back in 1979 wrote words similar to 
mine. I shall not name him, in fact I 
had never met him, nor had I seen his 
letter before, but I do have his permis- 
sion for the following quotation with 
regard to the pricing of Mexican Re- 
public coins: 

The few dealers and collectors in 
the field who possess the real hard- 
core information on these long, in- 
volved series do not want to share it 
because, in the words of one dealer, 
‘’'d be committing professional sui- 
cide.’ If a person or a few people know 
the real scarcity of some issues, it is to 
their advantage to keep the informa- 
tion to themselves and to have most 
others think the coins are worth much 
less. Then these people can buy 
cheaply when the pieces come on the 
market, yet there is no problem selling 
at true market value because there are 
always a few other dealers and collec- 
tors who need the pieces and disregard 
the ridiculous catalog values and pay 
the true value. 

Thus in this field, even when 
experts are listed as contributors or 
pricing consultants in the front of 
catalogs, the chance is very good that 
they provided certain information in 
certain areas, but they did not price 
every coin or even a majority of the 
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coins accurately. This is not my 
opinion — it’s fact — I’ve spoken with 
the people we’re referring to. It’s fairly 
easy to make good money in coins 
these days if you do a lot of home- 
work in one particular series or area 
and keep the information to yourself, 
buying and selling coins, not selling or 
giving away your information. That’s 
what people do, and that’s why 
[Mexican] Republic coins are not 
covered with an accurate catalog. 


That was a voice in the wilderness 
in 1979. Maybe the situation has 
changed today. If you are an expert 
on, for example, Mexican 8-real re- 
splandores (caps and rays), you will 
know. If you are not, you might begin 
by comparing prices at an interna- 
tional coin show, like the ones that are 
held annually in Chicago, Los Angeles, 
New York, and Dallas, and a_few 
others where world coins predominate 
over U.S. issues. 

I have long thought that the coin 
show is the truest numismatic market 
of them all. If you know what you 
want and are willing to spend the time 
to compare prices, the coin show is 
also probably the single best medium 
for buying and selling coins in uncom- 
plicated fashion: no postage, no risk in 
the mail, usually no tax, anonymity if 
you desire it, and the advantage of 
getting to see the coin before you 
commit yourself to its purchase. At a 
large coin show, the selection is im- 
mense and the competition for sales is 
keen among the many dealers, who 
must sell to cover their bourse fee, 
transportation, and hotel bills, not to 
mention the cost to the company if 
they are salaried employees, or the lost 
sales during their absence at the home 
store if they are individual proprietors. 
Apart from these advantages to the 
public at coin shows, a collector has 
the opportunity to meet and judge 
many dealers whom he may have 


known previously only by their auc-

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NUMISMATIC ETHICS — from Page 51 
tions, mailing lists, or ads in publica- 
tions. 

Coin shows are where the public 
image of coin dealers is formed. First, 
unless you are a professional numis- 
matist, you may not know how a 
dealer obtains the privilege of paying 
from $50 to $750 for a bourse table at 
a coin show, which for large and pres- 
tigious shows (the $350-$750 variety) 
in normal times is not easily obtained 
unless the name of the company is one 
of the giants of the numismatic trade. 

Behind almost every coin show is 
the specific financial interest of the 
sponsoring group. Often the bourse 
applicant is given to understand that 
his support (read financial support) of 
the sponsoring organization is an im- 
portant criterion for acceptance. The 
application for the 1983 ANA summer 
convention asked, among other things, 
quite simply: “Do you advertise in 
The Numismatist? Monthly? Occasion- 
ally?” The application for the 1983 
FUN (Florida United Numismatists) 
convention asked: “Do you advertise 
in FUN-Topics? Are you a contract ad- 
vertiser?” I have never filled out a 
bourse application for any coin con- 
vention of any local, state, regional, or 
national group that asked: “Have you 
shared your knowledge by contribut- 
ing articles to our magazine?’ Mem- 
bership dues of numismatic organiza- 
tions are always low, so advertising is 
certainly necessary, but have you ever 
read any organization’s magazine in 
which the pages of dealer ads are not 
overwhelmingly out of proportion to 
the pages of numismatic information? 
Now you know why. And who does 
write the few numismatic articles? 
Again, overwhelmingly, not the dealers. 

However he obtained it, our dealer 
has his bourse table now, so let us go 
to the convention floor itself. The 
ANA convention and a few other large 
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ones are always reasonably well 
managed, because they have to be. 
Otherwise, with three or four hundred 
bourse tables or booths, chaos would 
result. Certain other shows can be a 
risk to the security of one’s merchan- 
dise and an embarrassment to the pro- 
fession. 

Security guards lounge about and 
chat together, instead of placing them- 
selves at opposite ends of the room. 
Dealer K invites theft by abandoning 
his table for a conversation down the 
aisle. Dealer L gives surly replies to 
any questions from the public, how- 
ever earnest, that are not likely to 
lead to a financial transaction. Dealer 
M has brought his dachshund or pet 
canary. Dealer N has a loaded gun in 
his showcase that goes off and rico- 
chets a bullet around the room (yes, 
this really happened). Dealer O wears 
dirty blue jeans and a T-shirt that 
reads, ““Numismatists flip for tails.” 
Dealer P displays more baseball cards, 
beer cans, buttons, and thimbles than 
he does coins. Dealer Q blares a foot- 
ball broadcast on a forbidden radio or 
small TV. Dealers R and S are sharing 
a table, prohibited by every bourse but 
done at practically every coin show, 
winked upon by the local committee. 
Dealer T throws all his rubbish on the 
floor, including the remains of his 
hamburger sent in on a paper plate 
from the snack bar. Dealer U arrives an 
hour late and folds up his table two 
hours early (to make a private deal up- 
stairs in the hotel room). Dealer V uses 
foul language in public. Dealer W 
hawks his merchandise like a street 
vendor in the casbah of Tangier. 
Dealer X pushes his nine-year-old 
daughter on the rounds of the aisles, 
trying to sell coins to other dealers. 
Dealer Y wears a three-foot Mexican 
sombrero to attract attention. Dealer 
Z loudly proclaims how little money 
he has made and what a lousy con-

vention it is. Like Dr. Seuss, we could 
go “on beyond Zebra.” 

Elusive to numismatics is the sys- 
temization and predictability of a 
science, sO numismatics must be an 
art, where form and perception are 
uppermost: one man’s MS-63 is 
another man’s MS-65. We are not, for 
example, primarily interested in the 
scientific aspect of the chemical pro- 
cess that with time causes a silver coin 
to change its color; rather we are in- 
volved in an interpretion of the result, 
with beauty in the eye of the beholder.

cess, what is deemed ugly and called 
tarnish on dining-room silverware, on 
coins is perceived as beautiful and is 
called toning. In fact, extended to the 
entire field of numismatics are atti- 
tudes and judgments that remain ever 
subjective, smokescreened in_ their 
practical application by the self- 
interest inherent to any form of com- 
merce. Every profession, however, 
must operate on a system of ethics, 
written or unwritten. Maybe it is time 
to codify ours more vigorously, lest 
our image be perceived as tarnished 
instead of toned.

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FROM OUR EUROPEAN FRIENDS.. 
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NUMISMATIC INVESTMENTS 
By HANS SCHULMAN, Alicante, Spain 


One of my British friends tells me 
that he is happy to hear the coin mar- 
ket in the United States is turning 
around and improving. 

“Not so in England,” he says. 

“Why did prices tumble?” he asked 
me in a sort of rhetorical question. 
Not awaiting my answer, he added 
that we lost the investors, and that’s 
why the prices fell. “I am much more 
expert on antiques than on coins,” he 
continued. [Let’s call my friend 
John.] “I can tell you what chased the 
investors away in the antique field. 
But this may not be the case with 
coins. Maybe if you tell this to your 
readers, it will save them from similar 
experiences,” John added. 

I explained to him that numis- 
matics is a much more disciplined pro- 
fession. “Collectors and investors lost 
confidence in antiques after dealers 
and experts had advised them for years 
... wrongly . .. what is a good invest- 
ment and what is not. Was this the 
same in the numismatic field?” John 
asked me. 

“This was not the general case. 
Only in a few erratic instances has it 
happened,” was my answer. “The only 
field of numismatics which was pushed 
heavily and really was not the best in- 
vestment were the modern silver issues. 
Many of these issues sell for less now 
than when issued. Gold modern issues 
are a bit different. They were not 
pushed as much as the silver and, in 
many cases, were good investments 
— and numismatics.” 


Why hide your business? 
- ADVERTISE - 


My English friend interrupted me. 
“T know about one series of coins. . . 
What about Portuguese coins? I was 
offered an investment lot of £10,000. 
I couldn’t get £500 today! But, I 
admit, it was worse with antiques. In 
the antiques trade, disappointment 
and loss of confidence is much greater 
than in any other art field, because of 
the greater difficulties in identifying 
an item correctly.” 

Numismatics has such an array of 
documentation and research available 
that a professional numismatist can act 
with much greater care and knowledge. 
We have a lot of great numismatists 
today, and even many are right among 
us in F.U.N. You, the collector and 
investor, have the good chance to pro- 
tect yourself against disappointment 
and loss of confidence. Select your 
dealer carefully and seriously. Ask 
your F.U.N. officers for advice if in 
doubt. Protect yourself against three 
things: 

1. That the item bought is worth 
less than paid. 

2. That the item is not exactly what 


you bought. 
3. That the item is not a copy. 
Your purchase, coin, antique, 


stamp, archaeological item, must be an 
original and in its original condition, 
not repaired or tampered with, nor 
cleaned or polished. 

John was happy that I got his 
antique experience turned around into 
numismatics and F.U.N.

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REFLECTIONS ON PROOFLIKES 


(Continued from last issue) 


By RANDY CAMPBELL 


(Mr. Campbell authored the special section on Prooflike Morgan Dollars in the 
1982 Fight Inflation with Silver Dollars, by Les and Sue Fox. For the first time 
at any major coin convention, Mr. Campbell gave an educational presentation on 
the rarity, availability, and profit potential for those ‘“‘Deep Mirror Beauties”’ at 
the 1982 FUN Convention in Orlando. Here is the continuation of that 


presentation. ) 


The Carson City dollars, just look- 
ing at the 1885 Carson City, to illus- 
trate a point, was $90 ten years ago. 
Today, the coin is going for about 
$500 or $600, and it’s only multiplied 
by a factor of about ten over the last 
ten years, which is, I guess, about a 
thousand percent profit. But to those 
of us in the dollar business, and in 
proof-likes, this increase of five hun- 
dred to a thousand percent is a very 
poor performance, although I know 
some stockbrokers who would like to 
have that problem. But the proof-like 
Carson City dollars have not been per- 
forming extremely well over the last 
ten years. They’ve probably only in- 
creased an average of about five hun- 
dred percent. 

Moving along to the scarcer dates, 
such as 1891-0, we see proof-likes 
listed at $57. There’s one for sale here 
at the show, folks, at $21,000. Gem 
proof-likes of this date are worth any- 
where from ten to twenty thousand 
dollars on up, if they’re really superb 
specimens. 1893-O listed at $475 in 
Mr. Love’s ad. One sold at a major auc- 
tion over a year ago for $57,500. This 
is a coin that is a great rarity in gem 
proof-like condition. Some of the 
other prices I won't get into, but they 
will truly astound you, believe me. 

So, looking at it as an investment, 
which we are, we have to say that 
proof-like dollars have definitely stood 
the test of time through good times 
and bad, up markets and down mar- 
kets. There is always a demand for 


quality, folks. That’s the bottom line. 

You might ask why didn’t I use the 
Coin Dealer Newsletter, the Gray 
Sheet, to compare proof-like prices 
from the early *70’s. The answer to 
that very good question is because 
there were no Gray Sheet prices on 
proof-likes in the early *70’s. There 
were no Gray Sheet prices even in the 
late ’70’s. That’s how new this market 
is. It wasn’t until 1979, the Jan. Sth 
issue to be exact, that proof-like 
dollars were listed for the first time in 
the Coin Dealer Newsletter, so we’re 
talking about a market that’s in its in- 
fancy, in it’s very first stages, and they 
say in many investment media, that 
the best time to get in is at the ground 
floor. Well, folks, you’re getting in on 
the ground floor of the proof-like 
dollar market. It is brand spanking 
new, just about. 

Let me look at a few things on this 
sheet [handed out at the convention 
presentation] and you'll see, for ex- 
ample, how these have done over the 
years in terms of investment perfor- 
mance. Now one conclusion you can 
come to by reading this proof-like 
Morgan dollar sheet that [ve passed 
out, one conclusion is that the com- 
mon and semi-common dates have 
done better than the rare dates, per- 
centagewise, and that proof-likes as a 
whole — this is the second conclusion 
— have been big winners. If you turn 
to the flip side of this hand-out sheet, 
we have what investors call the bottom

line. The bottom line for 1979 was a 
little over $63,000. The bottom line 
for November of 1981 was almost 
$250,000. So, in summation, MS 65 
proof-like Morgan dollars virtually 
quadrupled in value from January of 
1979 to November of 1981. Not a bad 
performance by anyone’s standards. 
The old saying goes, though, “What 
have you-done for me lately, and what 
can you do for me now?” Pricewise, 
where are the proof-likes headed, both 
for short-term and long-term? From 
my point of view, in the short term, I 
expect the prices of the proof-like 
Morgan dollars to be generally flat. I 
expect to see very few increases for 
the first six months of 1982. For the 
medium term, by that I’m talking 3 
years, I expect to see tremendous gains 
in the prices of proof-like Morgan 
dollars. I’m on record in the Fox book 
as saying that I believe, three years 
from now, common date proof-like 
dollars which earlier in 81 were going 
for $190, will reach the $500 to $700 
level by the end of 1984. This is my 
best assessment of the situation. Long 
term, longer than three years, of 
course, I feel that proof-likes are a 
prime investment, in fact, a tremend- 
ous investment. I put my own money 
into them. That’s the best recom- 
mendation, folks, I can give any invest- 
ment that I’m willing to put my own 
money into it. 

Think about that, by the way, 
when you make any investment. The 
fellow recommending this investment 
to you — does he have his own money 
in it? If he doesn’t, maybe there is a 
message there. 

I believe that gem proof-like dollars 
will definitely grow in value at a rate 
which equals or exceeds the rate of in- 
flation, whatever that rate of inflation 
may be. Here are a few investment tips 
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and ideas. First — buy quality, not 
dates. Let me give you a specific 
example. Suppose you are offered a 
superb gem 1880-S proof-like Morgan 
dollar. The coin is priced at somewhat 
above Gray Sheet at the $350 or $400 
level, and then you are offered an 
1889-P proof-like silver dollar, a coin 
that is currently around $600 on the 
Gray Sheet. You're offered that coin 
for around $400. Friends, there is no 
question about it. Even though the 
1889 Philly is a much scarcer date, 
buy quality. Buy the superb gem 
1880-S. Don’t buy the marginal *89 
Philadelphia. When resale time comes, 
people are looking more for quality 
than they are for dates. It’s your in- 
vestment. It’s your hard-earned cash. 
Buy quality! Now, of course, ideally, 
you can get quality and dates and, 
obviously, if someone offers you a 
superb ’89 Philly at a fair price versus 
a superb 1880-S proof-like, then go for 
the ’89 Philly. But if you have to 
choose between a better date or a gem 
coin, buy the gem coin. That’s my 
advice. Second tip — don’t be afraid of 
multiples. Another specific example: 
A gentleman is sitting at a dealer’s 
table in front of a row of incredible 
1880-S cameo proof-likes. The dealer 
tells him, “I just bought this roll. I 
would like to sell the entire roll to you 
at really a fair price in quantity.” And 
the fellow looks at it and says, “But I 
already have an 1880-S proof-like in 
my collection.” The dealer says, “Yes, 
but these coins are bid at $275 on the 
Gray Sheet. These are incredible 
pieces. I’ll sell you the entire roll for 
$250 a coin.” He says, “No, I'd rather 
have the 1882-S which isn’t quite as 
nice a coin, at above Gray Sheet, be- 
cause I don’t have that coin.” 

Folks, this is stupid. If you're 
offered multiples of a given coin or 
you already have that coin and you’re 
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offered another one at the right price 
in gem quality, buy it! Buy it! Don’t 
miss a good buy just because you al- 
ready have one of that date. I don’t 
understand the logic of some of these 
people. But this philosophy of not 
buying multiples is a factor you run 
into quite frequently in the real world. 
Don’t fall into that trap. 

Third — price-wise, don’t bea slave 
to the Gray Sheet. We see some people 
look on the Gray Sheet and see the 
most fantastic coin, whether it’s a 
dollar or commemorative half, or any 
other coin, the most fantastic coin 
they’ve ever seen for that date. They 
need it for their collection. The dealer 
says, “Well, the Gray Sheet figure is 
$220 on that coin. For this gem I’ve 
got to get $260.” The fellow says, 
“Oh, no, no! That’s too much.” So, 
instead, he goes out and buys an in- 
ferior specimen at $200. Now, ten 
years from now, who’s going to be in 
better shape — the fellow who paid 
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$40 over Gray Sheet for the gem or 
the fellow who got the bargain at 
$200? Folks, if you don’t know the 
answer to that, you shouldn’t be 
sitting in this room. 

On the other side, I should say, 
avoid ego trips. I know a gentleman 
who is here at this coin show. In fact, 
he has a table at this coin show, and 
he wanted an 1880-S proof-like silver 
dollar at a coin show two years ago. 
The coin was very nice. It was a 
shallow proof-like, but a very nice 
coin. At that time a fair price for the 
coin was about $75. The gentleman 
had the coin, a private collector, and 
the dealer said, “I would like to have 
that coin.” The private collector said, 
“No, it’s out of my collection. It’s not 
for sale.’ The dealer said, “How much 
did you pay for it?” He said, “‘I paid a 
hundred dollars for the coin, which is 
a little bit too much, I know.” The 
dealer offered him $300 and the man 
said, “‘No, you don’t understand. The

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coin came out of my collection.” Well, 
to make a long story short, the coin 
was sold for $1,000. So, some folks 
do not buy coins as investments. They 
just want the coin. They don’t give a 
hoot about investment aspects. Some 
people can afford to do that. But most 
of us cannot. So, if you’re an investor 
in coins, then avoid these ego trips. 
Now, I’ve got to admit, I’m as guilty 
as the next guy in violating my own 
advice. I purchased a proof-like 1897- 
P silver dollar this year at an auction 
in Texas for about four times Gray 
Sheet. I didn’t buy it as an investment. 
I bought it because I was hooked. I 
had to have that coin. But I would 
urge all of you, don’t fall into Randy’s 
disease. Avoid this disease. The cart- 
wheel disease can afflict all of us to 
some degree. Some of us suffer more 
than others. But I will tell you this: 
If you buy a superb quality proof- 
like dollar, even at an ego-trip price, 
sooner or later, five or ten years down 
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the road, you are probably going to 
make out on that coin, but only if you 
really know what you're doing and 
know how scarce the coin is. The coin 
I purchased was a two-sided frosted 
cameo ’97 Philly silver dollar, the only 
one I’ve ever seen in my life. I’m sure 
there are probably a few other ones 
out there, but this is the only one in 
deep mirror cameo that I’ve ever seen. 
Had to have it...

GENERAL INFORMATION: ANA visual education material is available to all 
ANA and FUN members for use as educational programs at club meetings or for 
educational presentations to schools and civic groups. The current collection consists 
primarily of a number of slide programs featuring 2x2-inch slide sets and accompany- 
ing lecture notes describing each slide. Borrowers must furnish their own projection 
equipment. The glass-enclosed slides are suitable for use in a carousel slide tray de- 
signed for a maximum of 80 slides. When requesting slides, borrowers must specify 
the exact dates for the meeting or meetings at which the slides will be shown. 
Requests should include the name and number of the slide set desired, plus several 
alternate selections. If the first choice is not available on the dates requested, an 
alternate selection will be shipped. 

Because the more popular slide sets are frequently scheduled months in advance, 
requests for sets should be made as far ahead of time as possible. Sets must be re- 
turned promptly after the scheduled use dates to avoid possible disappointment to 
other scheduled users. Cancellations are occasionally unavoidable when scheduled 
sets are returned too late for reshipment. 

Slides are shipped by ANA via UPS when a street address is provided, and by 
Parcel Post to a post office box number. Borrowers are requested to return sets via 
UPS whenever possible. Parcel-Post shipments should be insured for $50; insurance is 
included in the UPS fee. When returning slide sets, borrowers are asked to include 
payment to cover ANA’s costs for shipping and insurance. 

New sets will be announced as they become available, and members are advised to 
make note of these announcements. There is one film currently available from the 
ANA visual education collection, and procedures for borrowing the film are the same 
as those outlined for slide sets. Borrowers are required to indicate their club’s name 


and club number on all requests and correspondence.

George Washington has _ been 
honored more than any other person- 
ality in history in both the number 
and variety of coins, tokens, and cur- 
rency issues bearing his image. Today, 
Americans could not imagine issuing a 
coin or medal designed to ridicule the 
Father of our Country. Yet, such a 
medal of contempt once was issued, 
and did circulate in these United 


States. 


UGLY HEAD 


“The Ugly Head” is the name given 
to one of the most unusual and rarest 
of all medals ever issued. This satirical 
piece is of George Washington in pro- 
file — without his long wig and with- 
out his false teeth. The resulting gro- 
tesque and unflattering appearance of 
the piece is understandable if we go 
back to the medal’s origin. 

“The Ugly Head” is a derogatory 
medal issued by the Tories (or Loyal- 
ists as they called themselves). The 


medal was probably struck in England 
in 1784. 

As you recall, the Tories supported 
the British during the Revolutionary 
War and were loyal to King George III 
of England. Because of their British 
sympathies, most Tories were harshly 
treated in the United States. There- 
fore, they decided to relocate north- 
ward into the British Provinces of 
Canada. Their numbers swelled the 
population there, eventually causing 
Quebec to split into two provinces. 

The Tories decided that the best 
way to ridicule Washington was to 
issue a medal of contempt. Therefore, 
they struck the “Ugly Head” in large 
numbers and distributed them in the 
United States wherever they could. 
Loyal Americans destroyed the medals 
as soon as they received them. How- 
ever, Loyalists to George III kept the 
contempt medals as honorable keep- 
sakes . . . which explains why so few 
remain, at least in the United States. 

My first encounter with this famous 
medal occurred in 1967 when I was 
summoned to the home of a non- 
collector couple to evaluate their 
attic find. When I arrived, the hand- 
some couple brought a cigar box filled 
with odds and ends which they 
thought might have some value. They 
explained that they had just moved 
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into their new home and had found 
the box hidden in the attic. 

In the box I saw numerous com- 
mon 1964 Kennedy halves and some 
early Canadian large cents dating back 
to the 19th century. Further examina- 
tion revealed an old gold railroad 
watch in perfect working order which 
I appraised at $300 because of the in- 
tricate engravings on the watch case. 
The watch alone represented a rather 
remarkable attic find. 

As I looked at the remaining pieces, 
I noted many common Indian cents, a 
stray two-cent piece, and a few bent 
three-cent silver pieces. Then came the 
shock of my numismatic career! Into 
my hand ... yes, my hand . . . was 
placed a famous Washington “Ugly 
Head.” I immediately recognized the 
piece and told its owners they had a 
major numismatic find. 

One of these medals is in the Na- 
tional Collection at the Smithsonian 
Institute in Washington, D.C.; another 
is owned by the Massachusetts Histori- 
cal Society in Boston; and a third 
piece was known to be held by 
Maurice M. Gould, the famous numis- 
matist. Only three other specimens of 
this rare medal are known to exist! 

Now you know that a treasured 7th 
piece — in superb condition — exists, 
too. It is owned by that lady who 
called me to her home in 1967 to 
evaluate the cigar-box find. Since then 
her husband passed away and she has 
willed the ‘‘Ugly Head” to her grand- 
son. 
In 1967, I appraised this 7th speci- 
men of the “Ugly Head” at $30,000! 
Today, that same piece would easily 
bring $70,000 at auction because of its 
superb condition. And, stranger than 
fiction, it was found in the attic of a 
home purchased for only $13,000! 

The next medal illustrated is a 
rather unusual piece acquired by the 
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writer some years back. I was intrigued 
by its ugliness . . . wondering why it 
was struck and what possible purpose 
it might have served. After further ex- 
amination I realized it had to be some 
sort of “medal of contempt.” 


MOTHER-IN-LAW MEDAL 


This medal’s functional purpose 
was obviously that of a bottle opener 
. . . but why that apelike face? Was 
this creature a model for the Planet of 
the Apes? Not able to translate Ger- 
man and without further clues, I was 
temporarily stifled. 

The words Mitglied Des Vereins Fur 
Ausrottung Boser Schwiegermutter 
sounded disrespectful enough. So I 
contacted a friend of mine from Ger- 
many to translate the message for me. 
She quoted: Club Member For The 
Elimination Of Mean Mothers-in-law. 
Quickly, in one brief sentence, the 
answers to all my questions were 
found. This was actually a medal of 
contempt issued in jest by persons 
not very fond of mothers-in-law! 
Eventually I sold the medal fearing 
my mother-in-law would not under- 
stand my motives in owning it.

WEST PALM COIN CLUB 


The 7th Annual Greater Palm 
Beaches Coin Show and Auction, held 
March 19-20 at the Palm Beach Grdns. 
Holiday Inn, was “‘very, very success- 
ful,” according to President Randy 
Campbell, who served as Bourse Chair- 
man for the event. “Both attendance 
[850] and bourse activity were well 
ahead of last year’s levels,” he said. 

Dealer Tim Carroll reported that 
“the bourse action was really amaz- 
ing! It was like a mini-FUN conven- 
tion. Everything from dollars to type 
coins and proof sets was doing very 
well.” Dealer Al Johnbrier, Maryland, 
said that his first West Palm show “‘ex- 
ceeded my expectations. I’m already 
looking forward to next year’s show.” 
World coin specialists Tony Swicer and 
Bob Slamin reported increasing inter- 
est in choice foreign material, while 
dealer Ken Embler noted that “‘choice 
AU Morgan and Peace dollars were hot 
items. I had several rolls of ‘sliders’ at 
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the beginning of the show, but the 
collectors and dealers wiped me out!” 

The auction, held by North Ameri- 
can Rare Coins, realized prices that 
were “generally in line with market 
trends,’ according to auctioneer Reid 
Spencer. A gem proof 3-cent nickel 
piece realized $935 (vs. Teletype bid’ 
of $750), while a gem _ prooflike 
1890-P Morgan dollar sold for $880 
to a well-known West Palm Beach 
proof-like collector. 

The March 16 meeting of the Club 
featured internationally renowned nu- 
mismatist Les Fox, who addressed the 
audience of close to 200 members on 
the subject of “Consumer Fraudgin 
Numismatics.’ He warned that neither 
the coin publications nor the numis- 
matic organizations could protect the 
unwary from the unscrupulous ‘con 
men’ in the coin business. ‘““Your best 
protection is your own knowledge,” 
Fox said, and warned his listeners to 
develop some basic numismatic skills 
prior to investment. 

At the April 6th meeting, President 
Randy Campbell announg¢ed that the 
Club would hold a Coin Show, Sept. 
10-11 at the Club’s regular meeting 
place, St. Mary’s Orthodox Church 
Meeting Hall, 1317 Florida Mango Rd. 
just north of Forest Hill Blvd. in West 
Palm Beach. Bourse chairman for the 
event is Club Vice President Julie 
Mason, who announced that bourse 
fees for the 50-dealer show had been 
set, tentatively, at $65. Those inter- 
ested in obtaining a bourse application 
were urged to write to the West Palm 
Coin Club, P.O. Box 381, West Palm 
Beach, Florida.

TREASURY DEPARTMENT FAVORS 
FRENCH COOKING OVER HOME COOKING 


“Awarding the overseas marketing 
contract for Olympic coins to Lazard- 
Freres is an unAmerican act,” Chair- 
man Frank Annunzio (D.-Ill.) of the 
House Consumer Affairs and Coinage 
Subcommittee said May 9, 1983. 

“What bothers me the most,” said 
Annunzio, “‘is that Lazard-Freres testi- 
fied before my Subcommittee that it 
was not interested in bidding on the 
contract. At that time Lazard was a 
part of the so-called Coin Group trying 
to win Congressional approval to allow 
the Group to sell all of the Olympic 
coins directly. A representative of the 
Coin Group and an official of Lazard 
indicated that they would not be 
interested in selling the coins under a 
contracting arrangement with the U.S. 
government. At that time, I predicted 
that such talk was just a bluff in order 
to convince Members of Congress to 
vote for a private marketing program. 
Lazard has indeed bluffed its way past 


the Treasury Department, which 
should be guarding the interests of the 
American taxpayer. 

“It is my understanding that there 
were a number of American companies 
that were interested in the program, 
and I cannot help but wonder why 
American companies were passed over 
for an American coin program that 
will now be marketed by a company 
headquartered in Paris, France. 

“This contract will earn millions of 
dollars for a foreign company, and 
that is money that could well go to an 
American firm. Apparently, the Trea- 
sury Department does not realize that 
we have an unemployment problem in 
this country and that we should be do- 
ing everything to help American in- 
dustry. The Treasury Department 
seems more worried about the French 
economy than the economy of the 
United States,’ concluded Annunzio.

The undersigned hereby associate our- 
selves together for the purpose of be- 
coming incorporated under the law of
